Charge, selling liquor without license. 
The jury returned a verdict stating 
that they find the defendant, Emma 
Davis, not guilty, but she is to pay sev- 
en-eighths of the costs and the prosecu- 
tor, Samuel L. Winter, the remaining 
one-eighth of the costs.

HON. WILLIAM M. HALL. 


at Lewistown November 3, 1828, and 
was a son of Rev. William Maclay Hall, 
a Presbyterian minister. The deceas- 
ed moved to Bedford, with his parents, 
in October, 1844, his father at that 
time taking charge ol the Presbyterian 
church at this place. Judge Hall was 
•raduated from Marshall (now Mer- 
cersburg) college,Mercersburg,in July, 


184G, 
delivering the valedictory oration 


—the highest honor of his class. After 
reading law in the office of Attorney 
William Lyon he was admitted to the 
Bedford bar on August 29, 1849. He 
soon achieved honorable distinction 
n the practice of his profession. 
Lie was appointed judge advocate, 
with the rank of major, by 
Presi 


dent Lincoln in January, 1SG5, and 
served one year. During this term, as 
nspector 
of military- prisons and 


camps, he was engaged, under the 
special direction of Secretary of War 
iidwin M. Stanton, in examining the 
cases of military prisou-rs with a view 
iO their being pardoned by the presi- 
dent when it could be done without 
prejudice to the service or injury to 
the country. In 1SQS the judge served 
on a commission to rev.se the stat- 
utes of the state of Pennsylvania with 
JudgeDerricksonandHon. WayneMac- 
Veagh. 
After the death of Judge 


Vlexander King, in January, 1871, he 
vas appointed by Governor Geary pres- 
dent judge of the Sixteenth Judicial 
district, then comprising the counties 
of Bedford, Somerset, Franklin and 
Fulton—now consisting of Bedford and 
Somerset counties. At the next elec- 
tion, in the fall of 1871, as the clinch 
date of the Republican party, he was 
ejected to the same office. 
Judge 


/.all's opponent was the Hon. William 
J. Baer, of Somerset, who was subse- 
quently elected president judge of this 
uistrict. Judge Hall retired from the 
bench on the hrst of January, 1883. 


Hon. 
William M. Hall was a man of 


scholarly attainments; he had a logical 
mind and was an eloquent, forceful 
.peaker. His long and successful prac- 
tice at the bar prepared him to fill the 
position of president judge iu an able 
manner. 
During his administration 


very few reversals of his decisions 
yere made by the supreme court. De- 
cedent was a member of the Presbyte- 
rian church of Bedford for many years, 
,erving as an officer for a number of 
terms. 


After leaving the bench Judge Hall 


did not actively engage in the practice 
of the law, but devoted himself to lit- 
erary pursuits. 
He has written sev- 


eral books and has contributed many 
articles of historic interest to the press 


In 1S3S 
Judge Hall came into posses- 


sion of the Echovale farm, near Bed- 
ford, and resided there until 1886, when 
1 ,e removed to Bedford. 


In 1S59 the judge was united in mar- 


riage to Miss Ellen Rowan Cramer, of 
jumberland, Md., who, with the fol- 
.owing children, survives him : Miss 
Julia Katharine, Miss Eleanor Maclay 
and Richard Cecil Hall, at home; Wil- 
liam Maclay UaE, Esq , of Pittsburg; 
Mrs. 
Charles G. Brown, of Huntingdon, 


and George Louis Hall, of Brooklyn, 
N. Y. He is also survived by three 
sisters—Mrs Francis Jordan, of Harris- 
burg; Mrs. N. B. Hogg, of Pittsburg, 
and Mrs. J. H. Grossman, of Steelton. 


Tiie funeral services were held at 


the home of the deceased Tuesday af- 
ternoon at half past one o'clock aud 
were conducted by H.2V. C. C. Adains, 
pastor of the Presbyterian church of 
Bedford, assisted by Rev. Dr. D. K 
Freeman, of Huntingdon, and Rev. Dr. 
W. H. Schuyler, of Everett, The fu- 
neral cortege was one of the largest 
ever seen in Bedford. One of the car- 
riages contained a wealth o£ beautiful 
floral emblems, 
tributes from the 


friends of the dead jurist. Interment 
was made in the Bedford cemetery.

The Ex-Ambassador To France 
Suc- 


cumbs To Pneumonia. 


HIS POLITICAL CAREER. 


He Waft Well Equipped to Represent 


Thin Country At the French 


Capital 


Hon. James B. Eustis, ambassador to 


France under Cleveland's adtmnistra- 
.ion, died at Newport, R. L, on Satur- 


!ay, 
of pneumonia. Mr. Eustis was 


HOU. JAMES B. EUS1TS. 


Mrn in New Orleans, La., August 27, 


834. 
He received a classical educa- 


ion and attended the Harvard Law 
chool in 1853 and 1854. He was ad- 
mitted to the bar in 1856 and practised 
n New Orleans. At the commence- 
ment of hostilities between the north 
nd south he entered the Confederate 
irvice as judge advocate on the staff 
f General Magruder and after one 
ear's service was transferred to the 
taff of Gen. Joe Johnston, with whom 
e served until the close of the war. 
Mr. Enstis.like many another south- 
rn gentleman, went back to his home 
n New Orleans to find everything 
hanged by the war, the fortunes of 
is family included. As soon as things 
ere straightened out after the war 


Mr. Eustis went back to his profes- 


ional work with his old zest and with 
ew success. Always a lover of books, 
e took his recreation in his library, 
inong other things translating Gui- 
ot's ''History of Civilization" into 
Inglish. He also yielded to an invita- 
ion to go into politics 
In 1874 he 


'as elected to the state senate for four 
ears. His next jump was to the 
nited States senate, to which he was 
lected in )885. In the senate, Sena- 
or Eustis, with characteristic frank- 
ess and boldness, stood up for what 
e regarded as Democratic principles. 
Vlr. Eustis was recognized as one of 
3e most eloquent orators in the sen- 
te, the senators basing their high 
stimate of his oratory not so much on 
peeches he made in open session as 
pon those he made in executive ses- 
ion. Curionsly,yet naturally enough, 
be best speech he ever made was 
lade in executive session during the 
'anama canal discussion and was a eu- 
ogy on France. 


When it devolved upon Mr. Cleveland 


o appoint an ambassador to France in 
893 he needed no one to tell him that 
tfr. Eustis was the man of all men for 
he place. When the time came, with- 
ut so far as is known a word of sug- 
estion from any one, he made up his 
lind to appoint him and offered him 
be post in the most complimentary 
lanner. That his choice was a wise 
ne was proven by his ministry in 
'ranee, for no man, it is safe to say, 
as ever been sent abroad by the 
Jnited States who was so well equip- 
ed personally and by acquaintance 
vith public men and affairs, not only 
f the country to which he was ae- 
redited, but of neighboring countries. 
He not only knew the language, the 
iterature, the history and the public 
men of France, but the state secrets of 
ler government and the intimate 
jossip of her society. He knew France 


uch better than most of our repre- 
entatives at the court of St. James 
ave known England. 
Mr. Eustis believed in rotation in of 


ice and that it is the duty of a presi 
.ent to fill the publicoffices with mem- 
sers of his own party. Less than two 
months after Mr. Cleveland had enter- 
ed the White House.in 1S85, 
Mr. Eustis, 


hen a senator, authorized a statement 
severely criticising the administration, 
.vhich was widely quoted. In personal 
•ttractions Mr. Eustis had more than 
his share of the gift of the gods. He 
vas finely built and possessed a hand 
some, honest face. He was democratic 
n his manners, courteous and consid- 
erate of every one he met, without 
either arrogance or condescension.

POWERTniiouon THE SPIRIT. Zech. 4:1-14. 
GOLIIEX TEXT.—"Not by might, nor by 


power, but by my Spirit, saith the Lord of 
hosts." Zech. 4: 6. 


This is a strange vision that Zecha- 


riah sees. He beholds a framework of 
gold, .supporting seven lamps of gold. 
Above the lamps is a golden bowlfilled 
with oil. Itisconnected with thelanape 
by pipes of gold. On either side of the 
lampstaud is an olive tree and from its 
branches two pipes are dropping oil 
into the bowl, which is ever full. The 
lamps burn brightly, yet the source 
of their light is unseen. 
Silently 


the trees are gathering the oil from 
root and branch. 
Silently are they 


pouring it into the golden bowl and 
silently is the bowl supplying its oil to 
the seven burning lamps. 


The meaning of this vision is made 


plain by the words of the angel. As 
he explains, the oil is the symbol of 
the Spirit of God. The Jews have un 
dertaken the rebuilding of the temple 
by which work the name of God is to 
be glorified. They are meeting with 
many difficulties and discouragements, 
but the word which comes 10 give them 
cheer is this: Success will crown their 
labors, because through them the Spir- 
it of God will work. 3e is unseen;'He 
is silent. Yet as the oil has been sup- 
plied through tree and bowi to feed 
the burning lamps, so the Spiritoi God 
will silently work with Divine power 
to secure the success of their l.ibors. 


Even though they cannot see the

weak, for "It is not by might, nor 
by power, but by my Spirit, saith the 
Lord."

The Futnre of That Conntrj Will Scarcely 


ne Inllnenced lly Ideal! Other Than 


Those Now There.

IIJVINOTOS, N. Y., September 12.— 


It is safe to predict that, though there 
is an uninterrupted stretch of land 
from Arctic to Antarctic in the Amer- 
ican continent, there will never be a 
strong sense of unity between the two 
halves of the continent. 
As time goes 


on and as wars of conquest, as well as 
wars of commerce, grow into more dis- 
favor with the human family, there 
will undoubtedly be many attempts, 
like that of Elaine's reciprocity treaty, 
to bring to pass a vital union between 
North and South America. It will be 
found, too, that the approaches in re- 
lation to such treaties of the future 
will nearly all take their origin in a 
candid expression of brotherly feeling 
on the part of North Americans. As 
an example, look for a moment at the 
generous, almost Quixotic, way in 
which the United States took up the 
Venezuelan dispute and with how 
little regard or gratitude her noble 
self-forgetfulness 
is viewed by the 


Little Venice of South America. This 
is typical of what will always be our 
experience in dealing with the coun- 
tries on the mainland, south of the 
Tropic of Caucer. 


Distrust of the people of their own 


country and of the greatest republic 
on the American continent is the key- 
note of the policy of the republics of 
South America. Viewed from our 
more enlightened standpoint, these 
fiery and disputatious neighbors of 
ours do not understand what human 
liberty means and their republics are 
tyrannies, in many cases, tempered by 
assassination 
and revolution. They 


regard their own people with suspi- 
cion, then they entertain the same feel- 
ing for each other and are constantly 
bickering among themselves over ar- 
bitrary boundary lines that might well 
be swept away in one vast South Amer- 
ican federation. The unreasonable- 
ness of their enmities is seen in the 
fact that practically all of the South 
American republics belong to what are 
called the Latin races, and hence have 
in large measure a common history, a 
common literature, and aracial tie. 


Yet their common origin is the very 


thing that explains their internal rest- 
lessness, their continual disputes and 
their attitude toward ourselves. The 
Latin races as we now know them, and 
even as they were in the days when 
Venice was in its glory, cannot under- 
stand what it means to give freedom 
of political choice and freedom of re- 
ligious view to the least as well as to 
the greatest of their members. Even 
so advanced, so artistic and so power- 
ful a nation as France may be used as 
the strongest possible illustration of 
what a republic is under Latin man- 
agement. The common people are re 
garded by the rulers as mere children 
who need watching and whose most 
simple acts are constantly under the 
eye of the government, by means ol 
the spy system. What is bred in the 
bone will come out in the life, and 
though South America has entirely 
freed itself from Spanish and Portu- 
gese dominion, the setting up of gov- 
ernments—some of them closely mod 
elled upon that of the United States- 
has neither made for quietude among 
themselves nor for progress that at all 
keeps pace with the rest of the world. 
This amount of justice, however, must 
be done to the rulers of all Latin re- 
publics—they know the characteristics 
of their people for plotting and unrest 
and undoubtedly have to watch them 
closely in order to produce anything of 
a permanent character in the way oi 
government. See how the dregs oJ 
humanity asserted themselves in the 
Keign of Reason and the Commune in 
France. These two occurrences illus 
trate the very dangers that are always 
possible in a Latin republic and hence 
explain why it satisfies a Latin repub- 
lic to give freedom to the people in 
word only. 


It may seem daring to prophesy so 


far ahead, and yet one is almost tempt- 
ed to say that, though "Never is a long 
day," there never will be a friendship 
of a vital character between ourselves 
and our southern neighbors. Mastiffs 
and foxes do not run together. Our 
ideals are so different and our leading 
men so keenly in touch with all classes 
of society that we cannot understand 
and sympathize with the swaddling 
clothes that bind and confine the voting 
unit in a South American republic. 
Our constant struggle, expressed in 
the reform movements of all grades, is 
to secure for the humblest voter a 
voice equal in influence to that of 
every other voter, no matter how su- 
perior in wealth, or education, or op- 
portunity. And, 
furthermore, the 


whole people accepts without, any 
violence, election after election, the 
verdict of the majority. In the south- 
ern republics, almost without excep- 
tion—and particularly in the Central 
American republics—the voting ma- 
chinery is so thoroughly in the hands 
of the reigning government and the 
army that revolution becomes almost 
the only way of voicing dissatisfac- 
tion. 


Destiny would seem to indicate that 


the future of South America will 
scarcely be influenced by ideals other 
than those now there. And, therefore, 
one can scarcely look upon it as likely 
to experience a broad and rapid de- 
velopment. Brazil, the greatest and 
the latest of southern republics, is 
practically closed to American and 
British enterprise by reason of re- 
strictions on machinery and what-not. 
Its vast commercial possibilities will 
wait long before the non-inventive and 
somewhat lazy Latins come abreast of 
them. So also of much else of the 
southern territory. Its uncertainties 
render it a doubtful field for invest- 
ment; as the frightful failure of the 
Baring Bros, a few years ago will tes- 
tify. What it is gaining in the way of 
trade comes from the daring of for- 
eigners, and yet the sentiment of the 
country is so evidently hostile to for- 
eigners that there is no intention on 
the part of many of them to throw in 
their lives and their energies as citi- 
zens, but to simply get all they can 
out of the prolific opportunities of the 
country and then leave.

Perhaps the Rambler roses hardly 


need more praise than they have re- 
ceived. Yet snch commendation as the 
following, in The Rural New Yorker, 
will give pleasure to many who have 
already appreciated these plants and 
will excite the interest of those who 
have as yet let pass the opportunity of 
enjoying their rare charms oi beauty 
and superior qualities of growth: 


It is rarely the case that a new plant 


of any kind is not overpraised when in- 
troduced. The originator overpraises it 
(we may pardon him perhaps), and 
those who purchase and introduce the 
novelty overpraise it, often knowingly 
and without the least regard to its real 
merits. It rarely—very rarely—occnrs 
that it is just about impossible to over- 
praise a newcomer. Snch a newcomer 
is the Crimson Rambler rose. It is all 
that has been said of it, and we may 
now add another merit, that of exceed- 
ing hardiness. At The Rural grounds 
it would be fair to say that the plants 
were not harmed by the past winter, 
next to the severest known to the writ- 
er. Our oldest plant now covers a trellis 
about 6 feet high and 10 feet long, and 
in a few days it will be almost a solid 
mass of crimson flowers borne in pyram- 
idal panicles of from 23 to 75 or even 
more. There is a peculiarity of these 
little beauties perhaps not noted before 
The roses are at first a bright crimson; 
then, instead of changing to a washed 
out, tawdry color, they change to a 
bright pink, so that the plants are well 
divided between pink and crimson 
flowers. 


We have said abont all that conld 


reasonably he said in praise of this rose 
in past volumes, and it is not our pur- 
pose to speak of it at length now except 
to compare it with its three sisters, the 
White, Pink and Yellow Ramblers. If 
we could have but one, it would be the 
eldest sister, the Crimson. But having 
seen them all, we want the quartet. 
Could we have but three, we would 
omit the Pink, because it is not a de- 
cided pink and soon fades to a white, 
not so pure as that of the White Ram- 
bler. The Yellow, too, is yellow only 
in the bud or partly opened bud. The 
catalogues tell us that these roses wil] 
withstand a temperature of 2 degrees 
below zero. Over 20 degrees below zero 
failed materially to harm the Rural set. 


The foliage of all four is much the 


same: the habit is much the same. 
There are two important distinctions, 
however. The Crimson Rambler has no 
odor; the others have. And, second, the 
Crimson does not begin to bloom until 
the others have ceased to bloom. Thus 
the Crimson began to bloom this season 
June 10, a few days earlier than usual 
because of the scorching drought. The 
others began to bloom June 1. The cat- 
alogue name of the Pink Rambler is 
cuphrosyne; that of the White, thalia; 
that of the Yellow, aglaia 


A Magnificent Ffntlvc Fern. 


The royal fern, Asmunda regalia, so 


called because it bears its fruit like a 
crown at the summit of its frond, is 
not easily recognized in all its various 
phases of growth. The New York Trib- 
nne, illustrating it, says this is the 
most conspicuously large of all our na- 
tive ferns, sometimes growing to five 
[eet in height and forming hedges im- 
passable to bouts on the borders of large 
ponds and lakes, where it seems to grow 
out of the shallow water in huge 
clumps. The frond is as thin and al-

most as delicate as a maidenhair. The 
royal fern is very smooth and of the 
same delicate hue of green as the maid- 
enhair, and its young fronds, when 
they first appear in fehe spring, are a 
dull pale crimson, like the maidenhair 
and other planta But this color soon 
changes to the permanent green of the 
mature plant. 


The royal" fern is said to be found all 


over the temperate zone. It is the only 
fern in'this section of the country that 
fruits in early summer and bears its 
fruit at the summit of a leafy frond, 
thus presenting the appearance of hav- 
ing turned brown at the tipa 


Gardeners recommend the cultivation 


of Snaa beautiful fern in shady, moist 
borders.

A NEAT PLANT SPRAYER. 


Ju.l What In Wanted In the War «' 


a> Greenhouse Noxile. 


Several years ago, while conducting 


experiments with roses tinder glass 
with Mr. Robert Miller in Washington, 
the attention of Professor B. T. Gallo- 
way of the department of agriculture 
was called to the necessity of a small 
and cheap apparatus that could be used 
in syringing plants with water. During 
the winter and at other times syringing 
plants under glass is absolutely neces- 
sary, and the chief aim in such work is 
to apply the minimum amount of water 
with the maximum amount of force. 
In small establishments hand syringes 
are used, but where the work is ex- 
tensive they are, of course, out of the 
question. Where a pressure of 30 to 40 
pounds is available the practice of using 
the finger on the open end of an ordi- 
nary three-quarter inch hose is generally 
followed, but this is not always satis- 
factory, for frequently new men are

brought into service, and it takes them 
some time to learn just how to manage 
the hose eo as to apply a small amonn 
of water. To overcome this difficulty 
Mr. Miller devised a number of nozzles, 
which, in connection with the sugges- 
tions of Professor Galloway, finally de- 
veloped into the foi in shown in the cut. 


The nozzle consists of a casting 


turned to the desired length and flat- 
tened at tho end. Through this, flattened 
end a narrow slit is made. It is im- 
portant to have this opening absolute!; 
true throughout, otherwise the water 
as it issues from the nozale will 
broken up into streams. As the tips 
come from the factory they are not al 
ways satisfactory, and it has been oc 
casionally found necessary to smooth 
the opening with a narrow, flat file. 1 
few tests, however, will soon bhow jusi 
what is wanted in the way of a spray 
which should consist of a flattened 
mass of water, about the shape of an 
ordinary gas flame, but, of course 
very much larger. At a distance of twi 
to three feet from the end of the tip th 
spray breaks up into innumerable smal 
drops but with force enough to effect 
ively answer the purpose for which 
is intended. 


The spray tip proper is attached to a 


brass fitting, which in turn screws on 
to the end of a three-quarter inch hose 
The apparatus is very effective for 
spraying roses, as it readily serves t 
keep the leaves in a thoroughly healthy 
condition and at the same time wet 
the beds but little. It is also very use 
ful for violets, as with a pressure of 85 
to 40 pounds the leaves of the plant can 
be readily turned over and thoroughly 
washad without soaking -die crowns am 
the bod. 


In spraying some plants, particularl; 


violets, it has been found ndvautageoui 
to use a lance 18 inches long, made o 
a piece of one-half inch brass pipe 
This increases the reach and enable 
the operator to place the water to bet 
ter advantage on plants which undei 
ordinary conditions would be beyond 
arm's length. The apparatus can be 
made for 30 cents, and will be found a 
useful instrument wherever there is 
sufficient water pressure to insure a 
proper amount of force.

Incident!. In the Lite of the Famons Tan. 


ner—An Impressive Death-Bed Scene— 


A. J. Stewart** Millions.

SEW YORK, September 12.—For for- 


ty or fifty years old Dan Fayerweather 
sat on the door of his store in the swamps 
and canned over the news of the previ- 
ous day to see if the rumors of revolu- 
tions throughout South America, from 
Cape Horn to Brazil, were likely to af- 
fect the price of hides. For old Dan 
Fayerweather, the tanner and currier, 
had made his money in hides and 
leather and his store was in the Swamp, 
which bad been the home and abiding 
place for several generations of tan- 
ners, the son following the business of 
the father without any desire of change.

DeKtroyin£ Money* 


Extraordinary precautions are taken 


by the United States government in 
the destruction of its worn out and 
filthy paper money. The fact that this 
could be usud agnin nuikes it necessary 
that its destruction should be con- 
ducted with care and he made com- 
plete. 


All the paper money that passes 


through the treasury is sorted, and the 
.Id bills arc sent to the redemption 
»vision, where they are searched for 
possible counterfeits. Then they are 
carefully counted and tied up into 
bundles of 100 notes each. 


A great canceling 
machine then 


drives four holes through each of these 
bundles, of which a careful record is 
kept. The piles of bills arc then cut 
into two parts, one set of halves going 
to the secretary's office and the other to 
the register's office. 


In each place the halves are again 


counted, after which they are choped 
by machinery Into fragments. 
Not 


satisfied with this, the bits are then 
boiled In vats of hot water and alkali 
until they are reduced to an unrecog- 
nizable pulp. This the law permits the 
treasury to sell to manufacturers of 
novelties, who tnaUe it into little mod- 
els of the capitol and the White House, 
which are sold as souvenirs in the 
Washington stores. New bills are is- 
sued in an amount equal to those 
destroyed.—Youth's Companion.

SUN SCALD. 


Factor Her[nirij!R Consideration 


In Growing Fruit Trees. 


In somu parts of the country sun 


scald is one of the most important 
factors in growing fruit trees. Espe- 
cially is this true in the southwestern 
itates, where the danger from sun- 
luming controls the whole practice 
of cultivation and pruning. In that 
country the trees arc headed low, even 
down to within a foot or six inches of 
the ground, in order to protect the 
ruiiks. At the same time any consid-

rable pruning in the tops is avoided, 
because It would expose the larger 
branches to the deadly sun scald. This 
difficulty is less frequently met In the 
northeastern states, but the writer (F. 
A. WaiiRU, in The Country Gentleman) 
has lately visited an orchard as far 
north as Canada and New England line, 
where nearly 50 per cent of the trees 
were ruined by this trouble. They 
were pruned too high, with heads six, 
seven and eight feet from the ground. 


Sun scald is usually worst on apples 


and pears, but it may appear on al- 
most any tree. The accompanying il- 
ustration is from a tree of Downer's 
Late Red cherry growing (or dying) In 
Maryland. 
When the damage is as 


old as this, where it has been accumu- 
lating for several years, it is doubtful 
if any remedy can be applied, though 
one can see in the photograph how per- 
sistently this tree has tried to heal 
over the wound. When taken In the 
early stages, sun scald may be cured 
by protecting the trunk with boards, 
papers, straw or some similar material. 
At the same time the scaly, burned 
parts should be cleaned away, and 
some sort of wax may be applied. The 
best treatment for sun scald, however, 
.s to avoid it. 


Sunburns are usually only the be- 


ginning of other serious troubles. Bor- 
ers commonly follow closely after. 
Bacteria and molds gain access and 
cause increased damage to wood and 
jarlv, and the rain and sun check and 
crack the exposed tissues, to their 
great and permanent detriment. It is 
doubtless a fact that sun scald is a 
more important enemy of fruit trees 
than many of the fungi that have been 
extensively studied and elaborately 
liscussed In recent books and bulle- 
.ins. 


Square Cornered Silo. 


The principle reason why ensilage 


spoils in the corners of the square silo 
s that the construction is such that the 
corners pull apart enough to admit the 
ah-, says L. A. Clinton in The Rural 


ew Yorker: 
With the usual form of construction, 


there will almost certainly be a slight 
give at the corners, and the result is 
the ensilage spoils. The figure shows

how the corners may be constructed so 
that there will be no possible chance 
for pulling apart. The principal corner 
post A should be at least of 6 by G ma- 
terial. 


The pieces B B should be of 2 by 4 


scantling and nailed securely. 
The 


siding may be of 1 inch boards, and if 
they are well seasoned and matched 
one thickness of boards will be entirely 
sufficient. 
Studding should be placed 


not more than 2 feet apart. It is un- 
necessary to explain in detail the draw- 
In?. The siding shown by D D D is 
nailed securely to the 0 by 6 corner 
posts, and the Riding shown by 0 C is 
so cut that it ran be nailed to the sup- 
plementary 2 by 4 studding. 
After 


ecnsti noting the corners in this way, 
so there is absolutely no chance for 
them to pull apart, the usual method 
of boarding across the corner may be 
followed, so that the ensilage will set- 
tle more evenly. 


SUCCESSFUL BEEKEEPING.

ters of the farm who may be interested 
Iu the possibilities of beekeeping The 
American Bee journal presents a pic- 
ture of one of the most successful bee 
women" of Wisconsin, Miss Ada L. 
Piekard, In her apiary, together with 
the following words from the lady her- 
self: 


:When 1 was it small girl, my mother 


purchased Mr. S. I. Freeboru's apiary, 
numbering WO colonies, which 
he 


placed upon our t!arm in Richland 
county during the summer of 1887. . 
She, being much interested in the work, 
succeeded in interesting me during 
the vacations. 1 always worked with 
her until the spring of 1S9S, when we 
moved 100 colonies about 12 miles ' 
from home, and ! took charge of the 
apiary, having sole management of it 
and securing, as the result of my 
labors, 10.000 pounds of flue basswood , 
honey. The picture represents me in 
my apiary last summer. When fall , 
came, we removed our bees home and 
placed them iu winter quarters. Hav- 
ing excellent success in wintering', we 
moved 111 colonies to the place wnere 
I now am, and we are awaiting the 
results. Tho prospects are very good 
for a crop of honey this year, as the 
basswood trees are hanging loaded 
with bloom."

Miss Piekard has said: To be a thor- 
ough bee master requires as much In- 
telligence, forethought and skill as to 
be a good lawyer, physician, or any 
other professional, and withal a clear 
perception of the relation of cause and 
effect.

pastime which lazy and Incompetent 
people can take up with success, think- 
ing all that is required is to put bees

And 
so they may, but if the owner desires 
to obtain any surplus for his own table, 
or for the market, he must give them 
further care, and unless he has a heart 
for the work, so that he finds some 
degree of pleasure in caring Tor them, 
he had better not attempt to keep them 
at all, as they will only prove a source 
of annoyance without profit. 


To make a successful beekeeper re- 


quires a special gift, or a natural apt- 
ness for tile business, the faculty of 
perceiving what needs to be done, and 
an Inclination to do it promptly. The 
old Spanish adage, "Never do anything 
today which can be put off until to- 
morrow," does not apply to beekeeping, 
as it savors too much of slothfulness; 
but 
the 
old 
Anglo-Saxon maxim, 


"Never leave until tomorrow what can 
be well done today," will be found 
more applicable, being much more in 
harmony with the assiduous activity 
of the bees. 


Lualng Fertllitr of Land. 


Where the fanner is not engaged in 


grass farming and allows his bind to 
lie with nothing growing upon it, he is 
losing fertility during any kind of 
rainy weather. Fortunately, the rain 
starts the weeds, and even the weeds 
In this-sense serve a good purpose. 
Farmers who are growing small grain 
and have not sown grass seed can very 
easily arrest this waste by simply disk- 
ing or cultivating their fields so as to 
sprout the shattering^ or start the 
weeds, and this should be done as soon 
as possible after harvest is over. Apart 
from saving fertility, there is great 
advantage m adopting this method. In 
a dry time they can conserve moisture 
by giving enough cultivation to form 
the mulch of dry dust. They start the 
weeds to growing, which a later plow- 
ing will kill, and thus clean their land. 
Where stubble land is intended for 
corn the next year, it would be an ex- 
cellent practice to disk or cultivate 
the stubble fields when it is practica- 
ble, thus starting the weeds, which 
can be turned under later, and leave 
the soil in fine condition for corn tlie 
next year. This is a point that is not 
frequently brought to the farmers' at- 
tention, and Wallace's Farmer does it 
as here reproduced.

Farmers generally do not give the 


feeding of their -horses the attention 
It deserves, writes Colonel D. McCrae 
in Tfee Breeder's Gazette. 
Balanced 


rations and food mixtures for the dairy 
cow 
and 
the 
feeding 
steer 
are 


carefully 
examined and 
discussed, 


but the feeding of the horses Is 
usually all the hay they can eat and 
varying quantities of oats, according 
to the work being done. 
Sometimes 


even the latter part is neglected. If a 
horse is required to do extra hard work, 
he should be liberally and frequently 
fed. The amount of food given should 
be regulated by the size and breed of 
the animal and by the amount and 
kind of work he Is required to do. The 
horse has n small stomach In propor- 
tion to his size; hence frequent feeding 
when under hard work Is necessary. 
The humftu stomach can boar hunger 
far better than that of the horse. If 
driving on a journey you feel hungry, 
you may be sure your horse has felt 
It before you flid and is needing his 
feed more than you do. 


Opinions differ a good deal as to the 


watering of horses. 
Some prefer to 


have water before the horses in the 
stall at all times. Others prefer water- 
Ing only as the horses come In from 
work or before feeding. Horses should 
not be watered after meals, as the 
stomach, being small, is liable to be 
partially emptied of the nndlgestcd 
food, causing trouble in the bowels and 
partial loss of the food. 


Oats and hay are the Ideal horse 


foods for our couutry, but because 
they are the best is no reason why 
they should be exclusively used. Va- 
riety is often much relished by the 
horse, and with this variety cheapness 
and economy may be introduced. Good 
timothy hay, early cut and well cured,- 
Is the best liny for horses. Timothy 
hay Is heavier than that of other 
grasses' and contains a large quantity 
of nutritive matter iu a small bulk. If 
left till It be overripe, it becomes hard 
and woody. It Is more digestible when 
cut rather on the green side and makes 
better horse food. Many farmers feed 
for too much hay to their horses. They 
might very well take a few lessous in 
this matter from the liverymen, who 
find that their horses do better and 
keep healthier on a small allowance of 
hay. Eace horses in largo stables are 
fed on 0 to 8 pounds of hay and 
from 13 to 20 pounds of the best oats 
per day, and, if needed, a bran mash 
once a week—one-third of the hay aft- 
er exercise iu the morning, the balance 
at night and the oats fed at four feeds. 
For hunters more hay is given up to 10 
pounds per day, G pounds loose and i 
pounds cut and mixed with his oats, 1(1 
to IS pounds per day. Any farmer can 
see how much this differs from his 
feeding, and yet these horses are re- 
quired to do hard work and sudden ex- 
ertions, taxing all their powers. 
In 


Scotland a favorite winter food when 
horses are only at moderate work is 
cut oat sheaves. 


When horses are in the stable much 


of the time, the feeding needs to be 
carefully managed. In many parts of 
Canada roots are a favorite winter 
feed. Swede turnips (ruta bagas) are 
relished by horses and seem better 
food for them than the carrot. They 
flo well on roots when Idle or at 
moderate 
work. 
Cooking food for 


horses has not been found generally 
profitable. Elaborate and careful ex- 
periments made years ago showed that 
horses did better on raw food. Crushed 
or ground oats are much used. Some 
horses have a tendency to bolt their 
feed half chewed, and some of the 
grain is voided whole in these cases. 
Grinding helps' any such tendency. In 
England some of the large companies 
which work a great many horses give 
mixed food and use considerable quan- 
tities of American corn. The North 
Metropolitan company (London) allows 
for each horse per day about the fol- 
lowing rations: Corn, 13 pounds; oats, 
3 pounds; peas, 1 pound; beans, 1 
pound; hay, 7 pounds; cut straw, 3 
pounds; total, 28 pounds. The South 
London Tramway company gives corn, 
7 pounds; oats, 7 pounds; beans, 1 
pound; hay, 11 pounds; straw, 3 
pounds; total, 20 pounds. 


What needs special attention by our 


feeders is the quantity of hay and the 
desirability of using a small quantity 
of straw in the ration. British cavalry 
horses are allowed 10 pounds of oats 
and 12 pounds of hay on ordinary 
feed. If out on active service, the oats 
are increased to 15 pounds. In private 
stables and on the farm if is better 
to give greater variety to the food, and 
the wise feeder will be guided by the 
season and the prlco of foods in keep- 
Ing his animals in the best of health 
at the least expense.

ANGORA CATS'.' 


31nlmu of LnrKe Profits In 


Puiicy Stock. 


In presenting, tho blue Angora we 
live on excellent picture of n specimen 
called "Roland" which possesses many 
desirable points and features, writes 
Jobert Kent James In New England 
Farmer. These require careful breed- 
ng and training to produce. 
These 


blue kittens are specially sought after 
and command a much higher price 
than specimens equally well bred of 
some other color. In New York city a 
clear blue specimen can be sold for .$23 
at the age of 3 months. Grown cats 
can be sold all the way from §35 to 
150. The same kittens In other colors 
would only bring prices ranging from

15, ?10 to $15. It is singular that such 
s the case. But tiro brothers, one blue 
and another tiger, vary so much in 
price that It is ridiculous to think that 
;here should be such a difference sim- 
ply in a Cad. The tiger is equally as 
)i'etty, yet to please the market the 
jlue must be had. 


In raising these kittens farmers 


should take especial care that their 
weeding stock is of the"best It pays 
ii the end to lay out a little more for 
first class stool; rather than to buy 
what one can for the smallest sum. He 
should also observe that stock from 
•eliable concerns, animals purchased 
from farms of notoriety, which would 
je the means of producing for him an 
exclusive trade, make his animals of 


reater value. 
The simple fact of 


having Angoras for sale (Iocs not mean 
that they arc thoroughbreds, nor need 
they come from any well known stock. 
We have known so many to make fail- 
ures at the start that in encouraging 
others to raise these animals we give 
them a point which will be specially 
valuable to them later on. 


A great many of our best breeders 


of the Angora say that a cat can be 
kept for the low price of a dollar a 
(•ear, provided she is allowed to -roam 
about 011 tlie place, eating such things 
as would ordinarily be given her and 
that are plenty on a farm. Now, If this 
same cat raises two families of kittens, 
averaging a total of seven, and should 
these kittens be sold for the lowest 
average price of $10, her family would 
sell for $70. If we allow each one of 
these kittens to be kept off and on for 
a year, which would be much longer, 
the entire family would cost to raise 
just $8. Now, there would be a profit 
of something like $02. What animal 
on the farm would yield such revenue 
to tiie owner? Each farmer can see 
for himself, and especially those farm- 
ers .who live near fashionable country 
resorts and such places, that he could 
easily attract lovers of these animals 
to their place and sell as quickly as 
the kittens are old enough to be taken 
away. 
Another Interesting point In 


connection with these cats Is the fact 
that they can bo raised without any 
care, and tie women of the house eon 
have their charge and revenue for pin 
money. 


How Dips Affect 'Wool. 


The practice of 
dipping sheep Is 


doubtless a very necessary one, and 
there is very little complaint for Amer- 
ican territorial wool, except the sheep 
are dipped in preparations in which 
lime and sulphur are important ele- 
ments. 
We have sold wool to manu- 


facturers dipped with preparations in 
which two ingredients were prominent 
that caubed them to have difficulty In 
dyeing their wool. We know of some 
wool growing sections of the United 
States which are tabooed by manufac- 
turers without just cause because in 
formers years large quantities of wool 
were shipped from those sections with 
fleeces so discolored with an improp- 
erly prepared dip as to have Injured 
the working qualities of the wool. 
Within a few days several prominent 
manufacturers have stated that they 
did not like wool from certain sections 
of the country because their experience 
with them formerly had been unsatis- 
factory. They had trouble witli goods 
made of wool that had been dipped in 
preparations composed of lime and 
sulphur. -Although this practice has 
been discontinued to a large extent In 
the sections complained of, the preju- 
dice against wool from those localities 
still lingers, although at present Im- 
proved and harmless dips have been 
substituted for those formerly in use. 
If wool Is stained and yellow in color 
from sheep dips, some manufacturers 
are afraid to purchase it, therefore it Is 
important that sheep dips now used 
should be composed of materials or In- 
gredients that will not prejudice con- 
sumers against the wool.—Theodore 
Justice in National Stockman.

Rear-Admiral Henry !\ Picking. 


Rear-Admiral Henry F. Picking, 


brother of Mrs. John C. Wright, of 
Bedford, died suddenly at the Charles- 
town navy yard, Boston, early Friday 
morning. Death was due to heart 
disease. Rear-Admiral Picking was a 
native of Somerset. He entered the 
naval academy in 1357 and in June, 
1361, 
received his commission as acting 


master. During the first two years of 
the civil war he was attached to the 
frigate St. Lawrence and after taking 
part in the sinking of the privateer 
Petrel was present at the engagement 
with the Confederate ram Merrimac 
and the Sewell's Point batteries. In 
1364 he was assigned to the ironclad 
Nahant, becoming her commander a 
year later. From 1S65 to 1S6S Com- 
mander Picking was in West Indian 
and European waters. After tours of 
duty at League island and Annapolis 
he served for three years on the Colo- 
rado, flagship of the Asiatic fleet. 
Upon his return he was assigned to 
ordnance duty and was promoted to 
be commander while attached to the 
New York naval rendezvous in 1375. 
From 1337 till 18SD he was senior officer 
of the naval forces on the lakes. In 
1894 Captain Picking became specially 
known to the public as commander of 
the Sooth Atlantic squadron during 
the troubles at Rio. The skill with 
which he managed affairs gained for 
him the thanks of the secretary of the 
»avy, personally given. When Captain 
Picking was released from the com- 
mand of the South Atlantic squadron 
he -was sent to Boston to take charge 
of the Wabash. In 1898 he received 
the rank of commodore by succession, 
Last November he was placed on wait- 
ing orders, following which he was 
made a rear-admiral and placed in 
command of the Charlestown navy 
yard. He was fifty-nine years old. 


The body of Rear-Admiral Picking 


was cremated at Boston Monday morn- 
ing. His ashes were taken to Somer- 
set and interment was made in the 
Picking family let in the Lutheran 
cemetery at that place Wednesday af- 
ternoon.

time he has proved himself to be a steady, 
reliable and conscientious man. He pos- 
sessed quite an education and why he pre- 
ferred the work he chose is not known 
During his life he had been connected with 
quite a number of railroads and had held 
some very good positions in various offices. 
But, 
in spite of his accomplishments, he 


preferred the more hardy labor. His 
travels in this country had been extensive, 
having been in every state of the Union 
save two. He was of a genial disposition 
and was popular with his co-workers. He 
was about twenty-eight years of age.

The Attack Upon Vice-Cliairman PhillpB- 


Senator Stewart'i Opinion of France - 


Two Negro Regiments Enlisted.

WASDISOTOS, 
September 12.—The 


administration appears to be still de- 
termined to leave General Otis in su- 
preme command in the Philippines, al- 
though Secretary Koot is understood 
to have recommended a change and to 
favor sending General Miles over there. 
There is pol'.tics in this determination, 
and it isn't the sort of politics that 
reflects any credit upon Mr. McKinley. 
The Hanna crowd are afraid of Miles 
now and if he should go to the Philip- 
pines and do what Otis has so sijnallj 
failed to do they would fear him still 
more. They know that Otis is not like- 
ly, under any circumstances,to develop 
popularity enough to make him a po- 
litical rival of Mr. MeKinley. That is 
why they wish to keep Otis in com- 
mand, notwithstanding the overwhel- 
ming evidences from all sources of his 
unfitness, not to call it by a harsher 
term. The agent of the non-partisan 
Associated Press, in a long letter from 
Manila, just published, after going 
into details showing the failure of 
Otis, sums up by saying : "The secret 
of the whole trouble here is that the 
government has left a small man to 
deal with a most delicate problem, re- 
quiring broad statesmanship. Every- 
one agrees that Otis is honest, and that 
counts for much in a position afford- 
ing such chances for dishonesty, bnt 
everyone agrees also, with the most re- 
markable unanimity, that he has bun- 
gled affairs from the beginning." 


"End the war in the Philippines 


jpeedily, or the result will be disas- 
trous to you and to the Republican 
party '' That is the sum and sunstance 
of what is being daily dinned into the 
ears of Mr. McKinley, not by his op- 
ponents, but by leading Kepublicans, 
who know how unpopular that war is 
becoming all over the country. Mr. 
McKinley is gradually becoming con- 
vinced that the reaction in public sen- 
timent concerning his Philippine poli- 
cy, predicted more than a year ago by 
Colonel Bryan, is at hand, and once 
fully convinced, there is no telling 
what he may do, for this country has 
never had a president who feared the 
public sentiment of the country as 
much as Mr. HcKinley does, or who 
tried so hard to make his official acts 
meet its approval, regardless of his 
own opinion. 


The most striking thing connected 


with the hearing on trusts, by the In- 
dustrial commission, was a daring and 
somewhatscandalous attacknpon Vice- 
Chairman Philips, of the commission, 
who is connected with an independent 
oil company in Pennsylvania, by offi- 
cials of the Standard Oil trust. Jlr. 
Philips denied the charge that he had 
been mixed up in an offer to dicker 
with the Standard Oil trust, but the 
charge left a bad taste in everybody's 
mouth and is not calculated to add 
anything to the prestige of the com- 
mission, which isn't any too great at 
best. 


Senator Stewart is a fine specimen of 


stalwart radicalism in all his views 
He never trims on any question and 
conservatism is unknown to his mind. 
He has got it in for France for several 
reasons, the latest of which is the 
second conviction of Dreyfus, and says 
that country really has no government 
at all and that we should break off 
diplomatic relations until Prance gets 
a government. The senator threatens 
to offer a joint resolution to that effect 
when congress meets; also a bill repeal- 
ing all official recognition of the expo- 
sition at Paris next year. 


It is evident to even the most casual 


observer of those political currents 
which are to be found by those who 
know how, just below the surface of 
paity waters, that the Republican 
leaders are ca.-efnlly paving the way 
to drop Mr. Hobart if they shall con- 
sider it expedient to do so. The state 
of Mr. Hobart's health is made the 
basis of all these preparatory stories. 
If it doesn't improve, "his family will 
have to veto the idea of his remaining 
in politics," etc. This is all tommy- 
rot. 
Mr. Hobart has shown upon sev- 


eral occasions during the last three 
mon ths, notably by his getting Alger to 
resign, that his health is good enough 
to do what other men, not on the sick 
list, failed to do. His "health" is like- 
ly to remain in a precarious condition 
until Boss Hanna has fully made up 
his mind whether it will be best to 
have him run again with Mr. McKin- 
ley, and he isn't likely to fully decide 
until the national convention meets. 
Then Mr. Hobart's health will take a 
good or bad turn, in accordance with 
Hanna's decision 


After wobbling around the question 


for about two weeks, the war depart- 
ment, under political pressure, issued 
the order for the enlistment of two 
negro regiments for the Philippines. 
They will bring the volunteer army up 
to the limit set by congress, which it 
has been clear from the fit st that the 
administration intended to do. 


Col. W. J. Bryan was unanimously 


elected a member of the council of ad- 
ministration of the Spanish War Vet- 
erans' association, 
which has just 


closed its first encampment in Wash- 
ington, although he did not attend the 
encampment. Ex-Governor Oates, of 
Alabama, was also elected a member 
of the council, as was H. H. 'Blunt, a 
Louisiana negro, who was a lieutenant 
in the 9th Immunes Gen. J.W Kiefer, 
of Ohio, was elected commander-in- 
chief of the new organization, which 
hopes ultimately to embrace all the 
state organizations of Spanish war 
veterans which have been formed
